This work numbers 688 ootavo pages, but
yot it Is what the author desoribes it, s mere
skelch, as acomplete exposition of all the
subjeots treated would suffice to fill & dozen
guch volumes., For the general reader, how-
over, the resulis of Mr. Wallaoe's labor will
be more acceptable In the present shaps than
if they were given in more slaborate form,
and the work is one of the most interesting
and valnable parratives of travel that has

Iately been published. Atthia day the Malay
archipelago ls almoat a more unknown region
than the interlor of Africa, aad most of our
information about the group of islands which
form the d7bris of the Asiatic continent comes
from early explorers. Mr, Wallace spent six
years In thia reglon, visiting at variona times
Borneo, Java, Celebre, New Uuioea, Ceram,
Boaro Jilole, Timor, Floria, and other izlands |
of the gronp, The main objuct of hia jonrney |
was to obtsin epecimens of natural history,
=ud to this purpose all his ensrgies were de-
voted, and descriptions of the animal life of |
the Malayan archipelago npaturally occapy a
large portion of his book. The various
jslands of the archipelagoare, for convenience
gake, divided into five separate gronps, which
are considered separately. The frst chapter
of the work gives a general sketoh of |
the pliyeioal geography of the whols region,
aud the lsst chapter i devoted to the
racea of men in the archipelago and the sur-
rounding oountries. The chapters relating
to the separate islands of eaock of the groups
are followed by one on the natural history of
that group, and the work iz profusely illns-
trated with maps, drawiogs of the psoples,
their implements of husbandry and warfare,
their household ntensils and their dwellings;
the birds, beasts, trees, and flowers. A large
number of beautiful illustrations of the
varfous birds of paradise are given, and an
innnmerable variety of beetles, buttertlies,
and other Infeots. The work Is writtenin a
pleasant and entertainiog style, and it will
be welcomed by those who are interested in
narratives of travel as well as by those who are
curions on the subject of natural history.
